26. (Currently Amended) A method for the treatment or prevention of the symptoms 
or effects of HCV infection in an infected animal comprising administering to the animal,

claims 1 15 , or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt or solvate thereof 

27. (Currently Amended) A method of inhibiting a viral enzyme comprising 
contacting a sample suspected of containing viral infected cells or tissues with an 
effective amount of a compound of Formula I as described in claim 1 any on e of claims 
4-44, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt or solvate thereof. 

28. (Currently Amended) A method of inhibiting RNA-dependent RNA polymerase 
in an animal comprising administering to the animal, an effective amount of a compound 
of Formula I as described in claim 1 any on e of claims 115 , or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt or solvate thereof.
